ORDER 

New Delhi, the 14th December 1963 

S.O. 3915.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Jute (Licensing and Control) Order, 1961, 
namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Jute (Licensing and Control) Amendment 
Order, 1965. 

2, In the Jute (Licensing and Control) Order, 1901,— 

(i) in clause 2, after item (e), the following item shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

"(f) “carrier” Includes a railway administration or any other person 
engaged in the business of transporting property from one place to 
another by land, air or water,” 

(11) after clause 10, the following clauses shall be insetred, namely:—- 

“10A. Subject to the prior approval of the Central Government, the Jute 
Commissioner may, by general or special order, prohibit the trans¬ 
port of raw jute from any place within any area to any place 
outside that area by land, air or water except under such conditions, 
limitations and restrictions as may be specified in such order. 

10B. Subject to the prior approval of the Central Government, the Jute 
Commissioner may, by order in writing, direct any carrier to close

the booking and transport of any raw jute by land, air or water 
between such places and for such period as may be specified in 
the order and such carrier shall comply with the order,”
